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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant argues that high strength materials cannot be ductile. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Superfine equiaxed grained materials may be deep drawn (over 100%) and are high strength materials. Thus high strength and ductile 
are not mutually exclusive material properties. Furthermore, high tensile strength is a relative term in this instance, because applicant 
does not state any comparison materials. Therefore brass is high strength compared to lead. If applicant stated a high strength stainless 
steel, for example, the term would no longer be relative. The amendments do not place the claims in better form for allowance or appeal 
and consequently, they have not been.entered. 
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
